THE RESUKRECTED DRY DOCK 
TELEO&AM. 



Wo stated yesterday tlmt wo are pre- 
pared to prove that Mr. Mackouzio's tolu- 
gram concerning the dry ilofk was pub- 
liKhed in Victoria in a (jdfbled form iu 
187-1, and that Mr. Wulkum about the 
Baine time oxpreaKijd doubt or igudranoo 
as to its exirttouco. To (jbtablibh tlioso 
poiut.s a briuf narration of facts is alouo 
necessary. Turning to the files of tbo 
Standard of Febrtiary 9tlJ, 1874, we Cud 
the following under the heading of "Tbo 
Dock Money Confirmed :" 

Ottawa, Feb. 6, 187(5. 
Hon. Mr. DeCo&mos: 

Tlio Goverumont offer to pay two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars (i;50,U00) 
88 dock work progresses iu liou of guar- 
antee provided. 

A, Maijki;.s'ziic. 
That is a literal copy of the telegram ,is 
it appeared in the Standard ol that date, 
Nothing is extenuated nor aught sot down 
in lualico. Precisely as the telegram 
reached tlio public eye on the 9th of Feb- 
ruary, iSTl, itisgivon above. Wo shall 
now sliow that it ililTovs in a luatiu-ial— a 
•Tital— point fruin the copy of the tclo- 
cram placed iu Mr. Elliott'ii hands by Mr. 
I)oCosmo8 on the 13tli of November, 
1877, nftor having slumborod in the last- 
named gentleman's pocket book for three 
years and a half. The telegram as it 
reached Mr. ElUott^s hands, and is certified 
to by Mr. Mason, roads as follows: 

Ottawa, February 6tb, 1874. 
Eecoived at Victoria, fob. 7, 1874, 9 P.M. 
To A. DeCosuws: 

Your telegram went astray. Govern- 
ment offer is to pay tivo hundred aad lifly 
thousand (250.000) dollars as Dsck ^york 
proaresseB, in lieu of guarantee provided 
BY TERMS OP UNION. 

(Signed A.Mackenzik. 
The words "your telegram wont astray" 
are omitted from the telegram as publish- 
ed in the Standard in 1871:. Those words 
are unimportant bo far as can bo at pre- 
sent discerned; but the concluding four 
words "by terms of union," which are 
also ouiittod from the telegram as pub- 
lished in 187-1, apponr in the telegram 
handed to Mr. Elliott. At the time the 
garbled copy of tlio telegram was pub- 
lished a heated political controversy prs- 
vailed hero iu conseiiuouee of a sus- 
pected attomi-t on the part of Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's Government to alter the terms of 
union with Canada by an underhanded 
coup. A great deal of ill-feeling wq.s 
engendered by tho suspicion, and Mr. Da 
Cosmos was loudly called on to iirovo, 
over Mr. Mackenzie's owu handwriting, 
that no Burroptitioua designs upon tho 
treaty were contsmplated. In responso 
to the demand Mr. DeOoamos probably 
telegraphed to Canada, receivinv in reply 
the tGlegi-iim dated February Gth, 1871 
Why tho telegram in reply, as it originally 
appeared iu the Standard, was bhorn 
of its vital feature can only bo coa- 

not absolutely meaningless, is vague and 
non-committal. "In Jieu of gnarautee 
provided'"— by whom? by what? The 
telegram as origiiiady publislieii doi-s not 
state. It leaves room for the imagination 
to pluy all arounil tho dock sehemi? ami 
then bf as wiso as it was before. As tlic 
lelegrum lirst appeared it meant anything 
or notliiiig, aceoriiiiig to the con^truetion 
a tricky politician might phico upon it. 
But o.» it reaehod Mr. iLlliult's bauds, and 
through him the public fur the first time, 
in a complete form, it mean I; that the Ca- 
nadian Government propo.sod to jjay tlio 
Province £50,000 in lieu of tho guaranti-o 
provided "hy Ti-.hiis of u.sio.n." Wo 
are aware that the charge vve bring agiiiust 
the DtiCo--nios-\Valkem Governnient is a 
very serious one. If untrue Mr. VVulkom 
will have tbe papers at hand to refute it. 
If true, he must immediately abandon u 
controversy in wliicli he has not a leu; to 
stand on. It Imw benii u-serteil that tlio 
publication of the disi)atch in a new.-papi-r 
demoliHlied the accnisntiou that tlie tele- 
gram was supjno.-sed. But tlio answer to 
that flimsy plea is that Mr. UeCosmoswas 
leader of tbe then Government; that the 
telegram was the propei ty of the Province, 
and as such should have appealed amongut 
tho archives of the Provincial Govcriuiieiit 
to confront and confound the 'l.iuadian 
Government should thi y atieiniit to evade 
the responsibility tlio telegram clearly im- 
poses on them to pay £50,000 "in lieu of 
the guarantee provided BY TERMS 
OF UNipN." Instead of that it never 
saw the light of day in an onicial (ni<l cor- 
rect f'jrm until Thursday lawt, and the 
present Government have been U-ft to 
gropo thoir way iliroiigh the labyrintliian 
maze in wlii(-li tlie Dry Dock question 
was left by their predecessors iiiitii it 
pleased Mr. DeGosmo.s to throw a littU; 
light on their ijatli by producing the 
truo copy of a telegram that Khouhl liavi! 
been plicod in tbo liaiulH of the Goverii- 
mont three year? antla-half before. 'J'lioiu 
is still another point coiUiectL-d with this 
matter to which we must draw attention. 
It is this: Mr. Walkem, writing in tho 
Standard on Monday, lays it down us a 
fact beyond dispute that the talogram was 
not suppressed booanso it appeared iu a 
public print. In making tliis statenunit 
ho disguises tho fact that it apjieiircd 
shorn of its vital feature; Ijiit oven had it 
appoarod correctly, his argument is weak 
and, indeed, is broken down by his own 
evidence in 1874 on tho samo subjeot. We 
begthoroforo to cull Mr. Walkem into tlio 
witnena-box, and having duly aduiiiii.iter- 
ed the obligation on a bound coiiy of tlio 
Bessional Papers, 187-1, proceed to exam- 
ine him. Tho reanlt of tbo exominatiou 
ia that Mr. Walkem acknowledges that 
tho following extract from the proceed- 
ings of tho sesaioa of 1874 is "the trutli, 
tho whole truth, and nothing but thu 
truth:" 

"Mr.lloh.son asked the Hon.Mr. Walkem 
tho following question: — 

"Referring to a certain Tologram pub- 
lished ou Saturday in tho Standard nuwH- 
papor, and purporting to havo beon .sent 
by thu Premier of Canada; was said Tele- 
gram sent to any Member of tho Govoru- 
ment, or to any one in any manner acting 
in tbe capacity of Agent of the Gove'rn- 
ment? 

"The Hon. Mr. Walkem replied as 
follows:— 

"No Huoli Telegram has been received 
by tbe Goveninient. Tho Govoriiuic-nt 
has no Agout. I cannot etato to whom 
the Telegram was sent." 



With this protest of Mr. Walkem against 
tho telegram beiog^ regarded a9.authentio, 
Wo dismiss the witness from the box, 
and witliout pausing to sum. up leave tbo 
case iu tho hands of the jury (the public) 
for thoir verdict. 

LET THE DEAD BEST. 

Wi) deeply regret tliat it should have 
been doomed necessary by a writer in our 
contemporary, in order to .wound the 
feelings of the living, to drag into print 
the name of the honored dead. In tho 
dischaige of what ho conceives to bo his 
duly to his constituents, Mr. JamosDou- 
gUi- informed tho House on Monday that 
ho intondod iu future to give his sniiport 
to the Elliott Ministry. In doing this ho 
briefly stated his reasons for having 
changed his views, reasono that havo 
proved Botisfactory to a majority of those 
who suoported him at tho general elec- 
tion. But Mr. Douglas' change of sonli- 
meut doos not moot with tho ai . -.M-oval of 
all the gontlemou who constit;; ■■ tho Oji- 
posiliou iu tho Local llou^' . i.'icl -svho, 
prizing tho jiossos.sion of oflico beyond 
tho material udvancoment of the ci-iiutry, 
aro exerting ovory nerve ti* Tp; r,t the 
Ministry at a time when a change would 
be most disastrous. I'l a monjeat of 
deep chagrin, and whilst smarting niidor 
a feeling of iuteuso disapiicuitmont at a 
failure to grasp tho patronage of th« 
Government, the loading article that ap- 
peared in our contemporary yesterday 
was doubtless written. The act of invoic- 
ing tho names of tho dead to hold tho 
living up to odium is so abhor- 
reut to ono'b uaturo that wo <ainnot 
but foel that tho person who indileil the 
article and the publisher who sent it fuitli 
from his prosi are by this time heartily 
ashamed of thoir handiwork. If thoy aro 
not, thoy ought to be. Yesterday Mr. 
Douglas rose to a question of privilege 
respecting tho article, and made such ex- 
planations as should bo entirely satisfac- 
tory to all whose mindH aro not clouded 
by prejudice or passion. And here, we 
trust, the matter will bo allowed- to drop. 
If tho living must bo assailed and do 
fumed for party ends, let the men who ro- 
Hort to such woapona show by thoir con- 
duct that their cvilization is at Ipiist no 
lower than that of tho savage, who never 
speak of the dead but with feelings of 
respect and veneration.

MINISTEBIAIi 0HANGE3. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott, iu reply to Mr. Wiil- 
kein, siiid thu lioii. t^fuitloamu wishes to 
know wliut roiisous iullueiiceil the 
Qoverniuout to appoint Mr. Pavie to tlj« 
ofiicG of Proviucinl Secretary? They uro 
these; The Government perceiving how 
grossly the interests of Oariboo had buon 
neglected by its old mombors and having 
received very valuable information from 
Mr. Davio, ^aw how neees!i;iry it wan that 
the ruining interL'bt.s of C!iti ihoo should be 
represented in the Mmuitiy by one who had 
the ability lunl disposition to benefit liis 
aonstitueuta,neith«r Mr. Walkem nor the 
l[aUaQt Gapt.Erans showing any (lualiiicu- 
tioDB. Had the lato Government pursiietl 
the policy with rtjforonco to quartz which 
the present administration had iidopted,at 
least half a dozen quart;; niilla would now 
be in operation and tbousaiiils of men iu 
Oariboo instead of the fow who ro 
main there. Directly the Government 
bad shown by what n eans they intended 
to develop the resonrces of Oanbuo, the 
Opposition attempted to obstruct that 
policy (hear and cheers) . 

AN IIONOKEU NAJIF. 

Mr. Douglas rose to a question of pri- 
vilege. The Slcindanl accused him iu a 
leading article of diagiacinj,' the uaino ho 
bore; but he could not conceivo in what 
respect he hud doue so. He would now, 
onoe for all, toll the Hoase that he had 
previously had differences with bis deceas- 
ed fatheraboutthu course he(Mr. Douglas) 
had pursued iu suppoiting the Walkem 
governiuent,for he (Sir James) was great 
ly opposed to their policy when in oilice of 
throwing money broadcast tbronghout tho 
obuntry. 

Mr. Walkem — If the hon. member had 
observed parliamentary rnles, he would 
have informed the leader of the party to 
which he professed to belong of bis true 
political sentiments. 

Mr. Fisher — Tlie hon. gentleman who 
baa just sat down knows that no uuob 
parliamentary rule exists. Any lion, 
membei; is entitled to vote in an iude])un- 
dent manner, and I am surprised that 
whilst in England tho hon. memlier for 
Oariboo did not learn so much an that 

Mr. Evans, referring,' to hon. 'Mr. ICl- 
liolt's rcinark.s, denied that he had neg- 
lected his cou8tituout.=. They had said 
as much by rejecting Mr. Davie. 

Hon, Mr. Elliott— They would not say 
80 to day (hear). 

AD.TOUKNEU DEDATir. 

Debate w.is then resumed on Mr. Wal- 
kem's amendment to the reply to the 
speech. . 

Mr. Williams said the time had arrived 
•when the country should b) rnu on its 
revenue and he cortainly would vote ui 
favor of retrcncbmcnt, particularly as ho 
saw the Province was on the high road to 
bankruptcy. Instead of boasting of be- 
ing able to obtain loans ho thought the 
Government should have prided itself ou 
a resolution not to borrow money. 

Mr. Beaven commented on the course 
pursued by Mr. Douglas and said that ho 
was sure that hon. gentleman could not 
bava known what ho was doing when ho 
expressed his intention of voting against 
tilt amendment. 

Mr. iJouglas rose to explaiu. He knew 
perfectly well what he was doing. He 
know that tho a.,.(Midai(mt dimply meant a 
vote of waut of oonlidenco and iie liad no 
intention of supporting it. To whom was 
the country indebted , if not to the Walkem 
Government, for .the liabilities of tho Pro- 
vince? Tho Elliott (lovernniont had tak- 
en oflico to endeav(;r to pay oil' the indelj- 
teduosH and pursue a j)oli -.v of relrdiich- 
ment and it was his iatontiou to support 
them. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Beaven continued. Ho would show 
that all of the $750,000 loan had been ex- 
pended and that in addition to this the 
Province owed S]30,()00. With reference 
to the salo of the loan ho expressed his 
belief that it might have bueu much more 
favorably negotiated and that tho syndi- 
cate which purchased it would in ordi 
nary transactions, bo termad a "ring." Ho 
contended that the loan ought to have 
fetched its present selling price and that 
by mismanagement of tlio Oovorninoufc 
tho Province had lost upwards of vSlOO, 
000. Tho loan ae it now stood cost the 
Province sorno SCO, ODD per year 
for finking fund, in:oru.>*t, etc., etc. 
Tho speaker then wont on to oulogise tho 
linancial policy of the Walkem Qovorn- 
mont, contrasting it with that of tho pre- 
cent administration, Ho accused tlio 
Govornmoi.t of i^iiending tho lovenuo ui 
salaries rather than ou useful jmblK' 
works, and asserted llmt no change had 
been made in tho manner of opening 
tenders for contracts. It was false that 
tho i'.Uiott Govornmont had paid off to 
!iuy conaideraldo amount the arrears of 
tho Walkem Government, who had not 
been guilty of any excesMvoo.\travugaiico. 
The Walkem Govorumeut loft no oul- 
Btanding liabilities, no contractors were 
unable to obtain their money. State 
moots to tho coutr.ii-y were mere fabrica- 
. tious. lie contcr;ded that money pay- 
ments made by the Elliott Govornineut 
lor oluiras which tho Wulkem (loveru 
ment hod refused to recognize had been 
charged as liabilities of the Walkem Gov- 
ernment. The same contontiou applied 
to extras paid contractors refused by Mr. 
"Walkem. Again referring to the indebt- 
edness of tho present Goverumont, ho 
AfiS0ited tliAt tho $750,000 loan UaU Uttu 



all expended, and that either the Govern- 
ment owed iu addition 133,000 or had 
failed to redeem their bonds according to 
the Consolidation Act, or had trenched 
on tho January subsidy from tho Dom- 
inion Government, contrary to th.o wish of 
tho House. In tbe year 1876 the Govern- 
ment i)Hid ,^156.000 for salaries, 813,000 
more than during any previous year, ox- 
(slusivo of lieiuls of dopartments, clock 
engiueors, Ac, For 1877 tho salaries 
paid would bo much higher for there were 
many additional olliciald paid then who 
were notemployed during 1876. Heoou- 
sidored this enough to stagger any bon. 
member, and asserted that in one instance 
it had cost SOS to collect a paltry road tax 
of $3. With Rueh fip uros before them ho 
hald itwashigh time for them to pursue 
ft policy of rotreiiohniont. The present 
system of raising the rovonue was entirely 
unsuitable, and ho was satitied that the 
policy of the Walkem Oovernmont was 
tho only one which could be carried out 
to the ganoral boueflt of the Province. 
Tho system of taxation was burdunt'ome, 
and would eventually result in the depre- 
ciiition of property. How Mr. Douglas 
could therefore support such a system lie 
was at a loss to uudorstaud. He hoped 
he wonld change bis mind. 
Hon.Mr.Smitlio alluding to tho assertion 
that tho loan had not boon properly man- 
agod said that tho Opposition had failed 
to show how the Province had lost SlOit, 
000 by disjiosintr of the loan at UU instead 
of at par. Tho actual dififoronce was only 
§30,000 (hear, hear.) The statemeut 
that the loan had been all spent and that 
tho Govornraent was also §130,000 in debt 
was utterly untrue, and it was equally as 
false that tho Government had trenched 
ujiou tho January subsid.y (hear, hear.; 
Tho Government had acted, as they 
thought, in tho best interests of tko coun- 
try when tlioy accepted UO /or tho loan. 
Tho syndicate bore all tho expense of 
placing the loan on the market, estimated 
at '2y, per cent, antl there was no accrued 
interest paid. Thus the ditTorenci b*- 
tweou par and Ol! was reduced under tho 
circumstances from an apparent 1 per 
cent discount to an nctual IJa, It should 
bo remembered that tlio Government ask- 
ed that the debentures be placed at a par 
value, but as the finance correspondence 
wonki show, it wasat that time impossible 
to obtain a better price than 90. If the 
Government had refused to accept the 
beat price the money market aO'orded ho 
(Mr. S ) would hove been stigmatized by 
the Opposition ns a fool, but in accepting 
the best offer obtainable he felt sure the 
House would say that the Government 
hail acted in the best interests of British 
Columbia. Last session mombors of the 
Opposition stated that tho loan could not 
be placed on tho market at u less cost th.iu 
b per cent and that the loan woukl not 
begin to fetch 95 (hour, hear.) The stock 
exchange demanded that the minimum 
price of any loan should bo disclosed and 
faots had since shown that if tho Goveru- 
mont had persisted in placing the loan on 
tho market at par tho Government would 
cot have been able to have obtained so 
high a figure as 9C. It was absurd for 
tho member for Viotoria City to state that 
the Government had been guided by the 
ui.mager of the bank of B. C. Either ho 
(Mr. B.) had no regard for facts or had 
not read tho llnanco correspoudenco. It 
was natural that he (Mr. Bmitho) should 
consult with tho haulc manager as to tho 
most appropriate denomination of deben- 
tures, and the alteration subsequently 
made at the request of the Bank Direc- 
tors in London was au uueraiiou oi tue 
denominations originally suggested by 
Mr. Ward. It was owing, no doubt, to 
tho brightening prospects of the Province 
and confidence in tho stability of tho Oov- 
ei nraont tliat tho loan had advaiu^i'd to 
110; but it was nouscnso to charge tho 
(iovornmout with tho dilfercnco between 
that price and 90. If tho bonds went up 
in a month or so to 120 it would bo just 
as roasonablo to charge the Goversment 
then with tlio difTercnco existing between 
that figure and tlio original selling price 
(hear). With rotorouce to exp.nditaro 
in excess of rereDue. figures showed that 
the present Government had provided for 
tho indebtedness of tno Walkem Govern- 
ment, the interest and sinking fund for 
which amounted to §53,000 per annum, 
as against 826,000 for the indchtodness 
pertaining to tho Elliott guverument. Al- 
Ir.diiig to tho increase in the salaries, in 
the year 1875 tho sum of $80,110 was 
voted, in 1876 the sum of §91,748 
— an apparent increase of nearly $2, GOO. 
But by diasocting this increas(> it would 
bi^ found that many of tin- items embrac- 
i.'d in it wore duo to tho Walkem ( ievcrn- 
ment. Ho enumerated several of ttie 
items mo iuereaHud, as for instau.'e Ml 
Speaker's salary, etc. Several ofticers too. 



Mr. Mara said tho amendment showed 
the dreadful Btraits to which tho Opposi 
tion wore reduced. They hud picked tlio 
speech to pieces, but could not lind a 
single sontenco which should bo struck 
oat. All they could object to was the two 
w*rd8 "wisdom and generosity." They 
felt they could not oppose the olonse al- 
luding to tho railway, for tho iirospect^s 
of construction wero now much brightor 
than hitherto. They could not in a 
straightforward manner bring iu an aui- 
eudmout to the clause rulatiug to quartz 
mining, for tho loudor of tho Oppositiou 
knew very well ho oould not then rely on 
the support of the hon. junior member 
for Cariboo recently olooted. Tho whole 
object of tho Oppositiou was to defeat tho 
Government, and bocasso thoy could not 
do so in a straightforward way they wore 
determined to tlo it if possible by a side 
wind by introducing that sweet sounding 
word retrenobmenfc. In a fair manner it 
could not be stated by the senior member 
for Victoria City that tlio salaries paid in 
1870 exceeded those of bS75 by §13,01)0. 
The real dillurciiico was somo Jr-i,00O. Thu 
diflferonce in revenue collected inl870 was 
Komo §15,000 more than tViat of tho year 
1875, and it was absurd to suijposo that 
this inoreaae could take place without an 
increase in cost of collection, but he was 
sure that in proportion it bad not cost 
more in 1870 than in 1875, and not more 
in 1877 than in 187(5. It could not be de- 
nied that tho bold policy of taxation of the 
present Goverimieut was much wiser than 
that of eating up one's capital and leaving 
tho morrow to take oare of itself, and it 
could not bo supposed th it tho Wolbem 
Oovernmont, with their disastrous policy, 
could have gone to tho money market iu 
London with any degree of success. Thu 
cry of tho Ojiposiiion now was simply ouo 
for oflicii. Thoy read tho sign over tho 
treasury benches, which it was said was, 
"we'll lose our seats" in a different manner. 
Thoy construed it "a houso to let; enquire 
within," anil wera v:ay anxious to become 
tho t'Miants thereof. But ho hopetl hon. 
mouiboi's would see tho folly of iiorniitiing 
them to .lo so and would coiisequoiilly 
reject the amondmont coming from a sus- 
picious quarter Tho hon. member then 
reviewed the course of the leader of the 
Opposition whilst on tho Mainland and 
accused him of a lack of courage to face 
tho Chief Gommissioi.or ia Yale district 
when he (Mr. Vernon) was there and llii- 
ally resumed his seat expressing his oon- 
lidouco in tho Ministry and their i)olicy. 

Mr. W. Brown spoke in favor of the 
amendment. 

This closing the debate the Honsa was 
rung in and the amendment puf and lost, 
tho following being the result of the vote;

Ufcesfiary uiidertakiiig without further 
trenching upon the resourcesof the Prov- 
ince; and that jiapers rolatiiiT; to this 
question will be laid before us. 

Mr. Walkem said ho thought thisquQS-

point ot the Province, The papers re- 
ferred to ho had road carefully and con- 
sidered that thoy wero incomploto.

it had not been laid before tho House nor 
deposited among the state papers of the 
Province, although it had been jiulilished 
i;i thOiSVit/MVin/ for cloctionc»ring purposes 
during an adjourniuont of thu Hoiihc of 
some days duration. Mr. Walkem had 
subsequently in bis place as Premier do 
uiod that any such telegram had been re- 
ceived by the Government (hear, hear.) 
Tho then member for Nanaimo, after bav- 
in;' given the usual two days notice outhe 
f.St'li of Feb., I«7t, asked "iIk; Hon. Tdr. 
Walkem, "Whs tho telegiam which was 
])iiblislied in tho Slnndiinl on Sa'ur.lay 
last, and whieh (lurportod to have boon 
sent by the Hon. A" Mackenzie, received 
by tho Government or any one acting in 
any niauunr as agent of tho Governmout?" 
Mr. Walkom anawored "no such telogram 
had been ri;eoivoil by tho (iovorninent. 
The Government had no agont. Ho could 
not state by whom it bad been received." 
lie sail! tho impression produced by that 
a j answer iipiin members of tho Housit and 



Province §250,000 in liou of guarantee in 
terms of union .required a full and straight- 
forward explanation at the hands of the 
leader of the Opposition (hear, hear.) It 
would not bo sullicieut for Mr. Walkom to 
say that ho had not received the telegram. 
It had been published in the Standard. 
Tho Standard was his organ. Two days 
notice had been given of tho question, 
and it was his duty to enquire at the 
Standard oflice, il necessary, concerniii] 
the I'.uthonticity of wliat tli«y had pub 
lishL^d. If ho did not ilo this ho was 
giiiliy of a contempt of the House and 
carolessness with regard to the Graving 
Dock money, and by his conduct had 
jdacod tho Province in a posiiion of com- 
parative woakness in an important crisis 
(hear, hoar,) 

Mr, Wnlkem said ho did not know, at 
the time, of tho telegram. Ho had linked 
Mr. DeCosmos about it and he(Mr.DeO.) 
had .stated that ail the papers he bad re- 
ceived had been published. (Sensation.) 

Mr. Smith oi; rising said this was a 
question iu which ho was deeply intoroat- 
ed. Ho considerud the cjiieslion had been 
most shaiuefully dualt with at tho outset. 
Why, tho late Ciovernnioiit had purchased 
cemciut of which out of ovory 10 barrels 
wore not worth a cent. Again, they had 
expended large sums of money on pur- 
cliabing pumiis, oiigiueg, etc., thinking 
that by so doing the dock could he built 
without further trouble. Tho reason of 
all this was because the Govornmont of 
that day know nothing about building a 
dock and wore too proud to ask for iufer- 
mation. Ip his opinion the country was 
not in a position to build the dock unaided. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon oxplaiaod that tho 
ceuiout was not so bad as ajiokouof by the 
last hjicaker, but it wa'- bought boforo 
oven tho .site for tiie dock was obtained 
aud every ifoar it reiuuined in the casks it 
deteriorated in value. As for tliopieca of 
wood produced and saitl to be a p;irt of 
one of the piles he considered the proper 
course would have beau to call for a com- 
mittee of enquiry instoad uf eiideaToring 
to raise a laugh bftforo all tho circumstan- 
ces wore kuown. Tho Governiuet had 
a rosidout engineer at Esquimalt employ- 
ed by .Messrs. Kiuipple & Morris to super- 
intend the works and to suppose that 
ancli a pile had boon driven in tho dock 
by tho men while the engineer was on tho 
ground and bound to see orory pile driv- 
en was sound wan absurd; and again, un- 
less the pile be sound it cannot bo driven 
for it will Split at thelirat Up of tho ham- 
mer. No doubt among any large boom 
of piles some may be fonud wormeaten 
and unfit for use; but to suppose that any 
but sound piles wore URed in the dam was 
to nsstimo that tho rosidont ougineor was 
in league with the contractor to defraud 
the Province, and anyone who know any- 
thing of that gentleman would know how 
unfounded such a 8ui)poBition would bo. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Fisher spoko in favor of the dock, 
considering it would not cost as much us 
many supp sed. As for the piece of wood 
produced, it was no proof of what tho 
piles were. He considered the House 
should rely on tho ongineor, who was far 
better calculated to know wliether a pile 
was fit to drive thau Mr. Walkem was. 

Mr. Baaveii said the cement and tho 
mucliinery for tho dock wero purchased 
by tho advice of the engineers, and if ob- 
stacles had not been thrown in the way 
of the government both by the Dominion 
and the then Opposition, neither would 
have been here five months too soon. It 
Ron ol ?Go°c6'll'el:cfamliLat*'£he'TS"aoTfinV 
was now lying idle. 
The clause was then passed. 
The remaining clauses having passed , 
the reply was taken asa whole and passed. 

House then adjourned till 2 p. m. to- 
day.

PUBLIC SCHOwis^EEPOIlT. 

The Srperiutendeiit of Education has 
submitted his sixtli iiuiiual rejiort on the 
public schools of tho I'roviiicc. There- 
port is for the year ending July 31st, 
1877, aud coutaias much valuable sta- 
tistical and general information. The 
school population of the Province is esti- 
mated to bo 2,734, and the actual school 
attendance, with luovo or less regularity, 
1,038. Of this number 1,071 are boys and 
■6107 girls. During till' year embraced by 
the report the averago attendance has in- 
crea'-od 6omi!23 per cent., a feature which 
the Superintendent justly remarks is vory 
gratifying, for whilst attendance has ad- 
vanced from 20 to 30 per cent, per year, 
increased expenditure has beon less than 
5 per cent. Seveiit.y-ouo teachers liavo 
been enqiloyod during tho year, somo, 
however, only for a sliort time. They 
for salary, an average o;' §702 07 per an- 
num or §57 00 higlieu- than tho preceding 
year. The sum of §2,034 was exjiouded 
on building, fitting ui) and furnishing 
school iiousos, of wliich forty-four are 
Government property, rout being [laid for 
only two buildings. Tho cost of ea-ili 
pupil attending school for tho year was 
S22.68; for each one of tho average at- 
tendaneo §30, nd(!eie.; ^ ei.mpared with 
1875-70 of §1 3S eij alt' i.dauco and S5.22 
ou average. This the Suiiurintendanl 
alao considers vory satisfactory, luhling 
that "some are ajit lo imagine timt he- 
cause the school grant has to bo increased 
above $2,000 per annum that the cost of 
education is increasing, while tho very 
reverse is tho case, iu eonseqiioiiee of the 
;tdvance in the ratio of atteniluniH^ and 
avoraHO being greiter than in oipeiidi- 
ture." The total aniouiit o.^.priufeil on 
oducation during llu' .si'ar war^ §15,310.8-1 
(which inuludesthe Superintendent's and 
Deputy Superintendent's salaries), and 
the estimated value of sohool property in 
tho Province is placed nt §75.0110. Tho 
report also culil.iiin a detaih d hiatcinent 
from the D(>[iuty Siq).'! intendeiit of mat- 
ters relative to tne ('a<die Cieel; Koarding 
School, but this and inin h other valilftble 
information must be dealt witli in a future 
aticle.

Davidson wanted to pay for somo drinks 
and dropped one of the notes on tho 
counter; tho prisoner took it up and put it 
in his coat po.diet; after thi- saw tlin pris- 
oner take another nolo oil tlio counter and 
put fbiii iu his pocket; did not soo what 
became of tho third note; tho prisoner 
went (..lit of tho saloon about live or ton 
minutes after; ho wns away about 5 or 10 
minutes; when ho came 'back ho said hg 
had boon to get something to oat. 

In answer to Mr. D,.vie— It was about 
half an houraftei' witness sav,- the prisoner 
take the money that David'sou missed his 
money; no one tried to prevent tho pris- 
oner going away.
